Subject:— Acceptance of an undertaking offered In connection with Anti-dumping investigation cmceming 
import of Lead Acid Batteries originating in or aportcd fmm Japan, Kniea, China and RaitflJndfKh. 


No. 67/1/200IFDGAD—Having regard to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 as 
amended in 1995 and the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and 
Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for 
Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995, thereof; 
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A. PROCEDURE 

2. The procedure described below has been followed:- 

(i) The Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as Authority), under 
the above Rules, received a written petition from M/s Exide Industries 
Limited and M/s Amara Raja Batteries Ltd., on behalf of the domestic 
industry, alleging dumping of Lead Acid Batteries (hereinafter 
referred to as subject goods) originating in and exported from Japan, 
Korea, China and Bangladesh; 

(ii) Anti dumping investigation was initiated vide Notification dated 
12.1.2001 on the basis of petition filed by M/s Exide Industries 
Limited and M/s Amara Raja Batteries Ltd., on behalf of the domestic 
industry as mentioned above; 

(iii) The Authority notified the Preliminary Findings vide Notification 
dated 21.3.2001 recommending imposition of provisional anti 
dumping duty on imports of Lead Acid Batteries originating in or 

exported from, inter-alia. Republic of Korea alongwith some of the 
other subject countries; 

(iv) The Authority continued the investigation of dumping, injury and 
causal link regarding the subject goods from the subject countries; 

(v) Further investigations confirm the Preliminary Findings of injurious 
dumping relating to exports of lead acid batteries manufactured by 
M/s Delkor Corporation, and exported to India by M/s Daewoo 
Intemational Corporation, Republic of Korea. 

B. UNDERTAKING 

3. Subsequent to notification of Preliminary Findings, M/s Daewoo 

Intemational Cooperation who are exporting the subject goods 

manufactured by M/s Delkor Corporation, Korea have offered an 

undertakmg. Some of the conditions of the undertakmg offered are as 

follows:- 


(i) The undertaking pertains to ‘maintenance free lead acid automotive 
batteries’ only and the company has agreed not to sell these goods 
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for export to India at prices lower than that stated in the undertaking 
on CIFICD NEW DELHETuglakhabad basis. 

(ii) The company agrees not to circumvent this undertaking in any way 
including the shipment of the subject goods to India through a 
subsidiaiy, branch, agent or other company, or by the direct shipment 
of the subjeet goods to India from a country other than Repubhc of 
Korea. 

(lii) The company agrees to provide to the Authority copies of documents 
as required. 

(iv) The company agrees to provide information which may be required 
by the Authority to demonstrate adherence to this undertaking and to 
permit, upon request, verification by the Authority of any such 
information provided. 

(v) The company agrees that prior to the execution of any sale for export 
to India of new products, models or sizes which do not fall within the 
goods covered in the undertaking, they will notify the Authority to of 
such a sale ; provide any information that may be requested by the 

Authority to determme an appropriate undertaking price at that time; 
and to amend the undertaking to include such new products, models or 
sizes. 

(vi) The company agrees to, at the discretion of the Authority, amend this 
undertaking, including its appendices, in whole or in part, to take into 
account any changes in circumstances from those which prevailed at 
the time this undertaking was accepted. 

(vii) The company acknowledges the authority of the Authority to 
terminate this undertaking at any time after its acceptance where the 
Authority; 

a. is satisfied that the undertaking has been or is being violated; 

b. is of the opinion that, as a result of new information not available 
at the time of the acceptance of the undertaking, the undertaking 
would have not been accepted; or 
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c. is of the opinion that, as a result of changing circumstances, the 
undertaking no longer fulfils its objectives. 

(viii) The company further acknowledges the authority of the Authority, 
upon termination of this undertaking, to make a preliminary 
determination with respect to the goods mentioned above, and to 
resume the investigation. 

(ix) The company shall give the Authority written notice of its intention 
to withdraw fi-om this undertaking at least 30 days prior to the date 
of such withdrawal. 

(x) This undertaking shall be binding upon aU successors and assigns of 
the company. 

C ACCEPTANCE OF CNDETAKING BY THE AUTHORITY 

4. The Authority notes that the undertaking has been offered by M/s 
Daewoo International Corporation and also has been accepted by M/s 
Delkor Corporation, Korea who have confirmed that they will also be bound 
by the same. The undertaking is, therefore, only with regard to goods 
manufactured by M/s Delkor Corporation, Korea and exported by the trading 
company M/s Daewoo International Corporation, Korea. 


5. The Authority considers that the undertaking offered by M/s Daewoo 
International Corporation can be accepted as it eliminates the injurious 
effects of dumping. Moreover, the information which the company have 
undertaken to provide to the Authority periodically in respect of their 
exports of the subject product to India will allow effective monitoring of the 
undertaking. 

6. The Authority, therefore, accepts the undertaking offered by M/s 
Daewoo International Corporation, Korea.. Accordingly, no anti dumping 
duty would be payable in respect of exports effected by M/s Daewoo 
Intemational Corporation, Korea of the ‘maintenance fi'ee lead acid 
automotive batteries’ in respect of those types/models, for which they have 
offered price undertaking. However all duties of customs are payable on 
these imports. 

7. The types/models of subject goods for which price undertaking has 
been accepted by the Authority and the minimum CIF price of imports in 
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respect of these types/models are mentioned in the undertaking submitted a 
copy of which is being sent to the Government of India with 
recommendation for acceptance of the same. 

8. The exports of types of lead acid batteries for which no undertaking 
has been offered by the exporter would attract anti dumping duties 
applicable to ‘other ejgmrters’ from Korea. 

9. In the event of a suspected breach, violation or withdrawal of the 
undertaking, anti dumping duties, as are apphcable to ‘other exporters’ from 
Korea would be payable by the exporters. 

10. Since the Authority has accepted price undertaking in respect of M/s 
Delkor Corporation, Korea and M/s Daewoo International Corporation, 
Korea, the investigations in respect of these companies are suspended in 
accordance with Rule 15.
